A  SBURY- DELAWARE  CHURCH  is  one  of  the 
^  notable  Church  Buildings  of  Buffalo  The  com- 
pleted structure  was  dedicated  in  1876  by  Bishop 
Matthew  Simpson.  The  Church  occupies  the  corner 
of  Delaware  Avenue  and  Tupper  Street,  extendi,  g  90 
feet  along  Delaware  and  175  feet  along  Tupper.  The 
style  of  architecture  is  pure  gothic.  The  material  is 
Medina  sandstone  with  Connecticut  stone  for  trini- 
mings.  The  interior  trimmings  are  of  solid  rosewood. 
The  impression  the  church  conveys  is  one  of  stately 
simplicity.  Erected  to  the  glory  of  God  it  stands  at 
the  city's  heart  to  speak  to  the  hearts  of  men.  Three 
Pastors  of  this  Church  have  been  elected  to  the 
Episcopacy.  Bishop  James  W.  Bashford,  Bishop 
Charles  E.  Locke,  Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith. 
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
